This 
was the largest single pay by 
long odds that has ever been 
made, and circulating in 1 h 
beet raising areas of south' 
western Aiberta will help farm 
ers to settle a great many 
accounts, which will, in turn, 
assist business men to square 
up and so the circle goe s . 

Favored with exceptionally 
fine weather the deliveries of 
beets up to the cut-off date a- 
mounted to a goodly portion of 
the entire crop, and while sil¬ 
oed beets still are being hauled, 
the delivery per day is quite 
light and weighman at the 
mills with the present storm 
in progress will have a few 
days lav off from the routine 
of weights, tares, etc., etc., 

Very good progress is being 
made at both Picture Butte and 
here in the manufacture of the 
sugar and the beets are at pres 
ent testing between 17.5 and 
18 per cent sugar.

SELLING BETTER LIVING 

Calvin Coolidge once related 
that when lie was a boy in the 
hills of Vermont the only mer¬ 
chandise he saw was in the 
country store, but his horizon 
was broadened bv the advertis¬ 
ing of things that appealed to 
youth. With his desires aroused 
for the interesting and bettei 
things in life, he strove to ob¬ 
tain them. Asserting that ad¬ 
vertising performs a distinct 
public service, Mr. Coolidge ex¬ 
plained, “It is essential in the 
first instance to produce go<xi 
merchandise but it is just at 
essential to create a desire foi 
it.” This, in a nut-shell is the 
service of advertising. As Cal¬ 
vin Coolidge implied, the most 
useful household appliance, the 
longest-wearing rubber tire, oi 
the best mouse-trap in the worlc 
will never be popua? if hidden 
from the public. We cannot 
have desires for things we do 
not know about. No motorist 
wa s concerned about having 
knee-action in his ca r until he 
learned aliout its advantage 
through advertising. Yet it re¬ 
presents a marked improvement 
in comfort. 

A century ago it took a long 
time to introduce any improve¬ 
ment in the way of living 
Even the example of President 
Fillmore, who installed the first 
bathtub in the White House in 
1850, failed to make i>eople bath 
tub-conscious. Fifty years later 
it still was an uncommon thing 
to have a bathtub in the home. 
The invention was there but 
people did not care alx>ut it— 
not until advertising got on the 
job and sold bathtubs. Then 
everybody wanted them, and to 
dav no home is complete with¬ 
out one. 

Only short time ago our bath 
rooms were ugly as could be. 
Scmehow no one thought of 
making them beautiful. But 
when manufacturers began to 
advertise artistic tile, tinted 
bathtubs, and beautiful plumb¬

Few 
people cared about radio or 
thought it would ever amount 
to much. But the infant indust- 
i v embarked on a tremendous 
advertising campaign, through 
newspapers, magazines, signs 
* nd circulars, and in a short 
time radio sets were introduced 
into four out of every five Am¬ 
erican homes. It’s the same with 
many other articles. Millions 
brush their teeth because ad¬ 
vertising sold them toothpaste, 
and many children have even 
been persuaded by advertising 
to wash their necks and eat 
their spinach. Better living 
conies not merely through not 
ural desires, but through educ 
ation.
